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Bank Deposits In Adams 
Pass $67 Million Mark; 
Jump Of 6.4 Pct. In '60 


Total bank deposits in Adams 
County’s 
13 
banking 
houses 
jumped more than four million 
dollars in 1960, a survey of year 
end bank statements published by 
the banks revealed today. 
Tile banks reported a total of 
$67,859,078 24, which is an increase 
of $4,098,621.36 over the total at 
the beginning of last year. It rep­ 
resents an increase of about 6.4 
per cent for 1960 as compared 
with ah upturn of 4.5 per cent 
in 1959. 


D O U B L E D IN 15 Y E A R S 
Tile total bank deposits in the 
county have more than doubled in 
the last 15 years and tripled since 
1943, the records show. 
At the beginning of 1959, the 
total bank deposits in the county 
reached $60,880,761. the first time 
the total had gone over the $60 
million mark.

Twelve of the banks in the 
county 
reported 
increases 
for 
1960 and the slight yearend drop 
reported by one bank was wiped 
out by the accumulated gains 
of the others. 
U T H C O N SE C U T IV E IN C R E A S E 
1960 was the 12th consecutive 
year that the county banks have 
reported increases in bank depos­ 
its. Hie total went over the $50,- 
000.000 mark for the first time in 
1955. In 1945, the $30,000,000 level 
was passed and at the end of busi­ 
ness in 1943, the total was $21,231,- 
742. 
Two county bank now are over 
the $10 million level. They are the 
Gettysburg National which passed 
that milestone several years ago. 
and the Littlestown State Bank 
which is in that class for the 
second year. 
Percentagewise the increase In 
deposits was not as great as in 
1958, when there was an eight per 
cent increase over 1957. That was 
the highest rate of increase for 
any year since 1953. records show . 


B IG G E S T JU M P IN 'S3 
A comparison of the rates of 
Increase in recent years shows 
that in 1950 the total county bank 
deposits went up 84 per cent; five 
per cent in 1951; 74 per cent in 
1952 ; 94 per cent in 1953; 74 
per cent In 1954.

Adams County today continued 
the task of digging out from the 
12 to 16-inch blanket which cov­ 
ered it Thursday and early Fri­ 
day. At the same time additional 
snowfall is anticipated. 
Businesses that opened Friday 
worked with smaller staffs than 
usual because of inability of many 
to reach the scene of their em­ 
ployment. Most of the workers 
were back today, and many were 
able, to report thanks to their 
neighbors 
with 
tractors 
who 
helped break through the snow 
drifts throughout the county. Most 
persons owning tractors were out 
Friday to make a path for their 
own convenience, then while they 
were about it opened the road to 
nearby neighbors, homes as well. 


D R IF T IN G A P R O B L E M 
State highway crewmen, con­ 
tinuing their work which began at 
4:30 o'clock Thursday morning, 
pushed snow all day Thursday and 
Friday and continued the work 
’’practically all night.” the dis­ 
patcher at the highway garage 
here reported. 
Winds (rf up to 25 miles per hour 
whipped the heaviest snow of the 
season across many highways in 
the county Friday closing the 
roads behind the trucks. Bulldoz­ 
ers had to be sent to many sec­ 
tions to plow the way through 
the drifted areas. Highway offi­ 
cials reported that the light snow 
which fell on the roads could 
easily be moved by the trucks and 
graders but drifts were deeper and 
heavier and only bulldozers could 
move them. 
State police said traffic was at 
a minimum during Friday morn­ 
ing with traffic increasing slightly 
as roads opened and more mo­ 
torists were able to dig their cars 
out of drifts.

As the thermometer dropped 
during the night, traffic dwindled 
and the midnight patrol of the 
state police reported “few cars 
and no difficulties.”

est morning here so far in 1961 
and the coldest January weather 
here in four years. 
It was the coldest January 21 
since the same date in 1918 when 
the low on this date was three 
below zero. 
The coldest morning this winter 
was December 23 when the min­ 
imum reading here was nine be­ 
low zero.

TOO MUCH “RED 
TAPE" CUT IN 
DIVORCE CASE 


Tho Adams County court in an 
opinion handed down today held 
that it can’t hand down a decree 
in the divorce action of Charles 
W. Strausbaugh Jr., Gettysburg 
R. 2. against Rosella M. iRussell) 
Strausbaugh. Baltimore St., until 
the record in the case is made 
complete. 
The problem brought up by the 
court rules that too much “red 
tape” was cut in the official ac­ 
tions surrounding the divorce ac­ 
tion. 
A rule was granted by the court 
to show cause why Attorney Ger­ 
ald Walmer should not be ap­ 
pointed guardian for Mrs. Straus­ 
baugh, a minor, and the rule was 
returnable but, according to the 
court, there is no record to show 
the rule was “ever made ab­ 
solute. 
According to the opinion, “the 
parties apparently considered Mr. 
Walmer as having been appointed 
as guardian” and he accepted 
notice of the master's hearing 
but there is nothing in the record 
to show that notice of hearing 
was ever served on the defendant 
personally.” The court held that 
a ten-day written notice of a 
hearing must be given by the 
master to "the defendant and his 
counsel, rf any.” It adds: “Failure 
to give proper notice of the hear­ 
ing precludes the entry of a de­ 
cree.” 
The court also said. “The com­ 
plaint in this case and the rule to 
show cause why a guardian should 
not be appointed were upon the 
defendant ai the same time and 
.sheriff made a single return as to 
both papers, which is attached to 
. . . the complaint. There is noth­ 
ing in the petition for the ap­ 
pointment of a guardian to show 
that the rule was ever served on 
the 
defendant. 
This 
practice 
makes it very difficult for anyone 
searching the record to determine 
that all steps were properly taken 
and should not be encouraged.”

New President Plans To 
Review 2 Major Policies 


By JOHN M. H IG H T O W ER 
WASHINGTON 
AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy is expected to be­ 
gin almost immediately a sweep­ 
ing review of U.S. foreign and de­ 
fense policies to determine how 
he can work toward worldwide 
peace and cooperation as set forth 
in his inaugural address. 
Diplomats predict the survey of 
international relations and the de­ 
velopment of new or revised pro­ 
grams will lead to early, high- 
level consultation with Allied gov­ 
ernments as a prelude to negotia­ 
tions with the Soviet Union 
Kennedy told the world after be­ 
ing sworn in Friday that both 
sides in the cold war should “be­ 
gin anew the quest for peace," 
including a fresh start on disar­ 
mament and other critical prob­ 
lems. Hk words stood as a chal­ 
lenge to Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, who has called for 
an early return to summit con­ 
ference diplomacy. 
S U M M IT NOT M E N T IO N E D 
The new President did not men­ 
tion a summit conference nor any 
other form of negotiation in spe­ 
cific terms. The burden of his 
statement seemed to be that it is 
not the form but the purpose of 
negotiations w'hich is important. 
He had said during the political 
campaign last fall that a meeting 
at the summit must give advance 
promise of agreement. 
In his first official declaration 
as president, Kennedy said that 
the United Mates would never 
‘‘negotiate out of fear.’’ This ap­ 
peared to be a caution to Khrush­ 
chev against trying to force a 
summit meeting by stirring up a 
new crisis at Berlin or elsewhere. 


What the great powers should 
do, Kennedy said, is “explore 
those problems which unite us in­ 
stead of belaboring those prob­ 
lems which divide us.”

President Eisenhower returned 
to his farm and retirement Friday 
afternoon after completing eight 
eventful 
years in the highest 
office in the world, the Presidency 
of the United States, and more 
than 40 years of distinguished mil­ 
itary service that was climaxed 
by leading the largest and most 
powerful armed force in the his­ 
tory of mankind to a crushing vic­ 
tory over the combined forces of 
Germany, Italy and their allies. 
Accompanied by Mrs. Eisenhow­ 
er, the President left Washington 
at 3:30 o’clock Friday afternoon, 
after attending the inauguration 
of John F. Kennedy and a lunch­ 
eon tendered the Eisenhowers by 
Lewis Straus, for the 85-mile drive 
to their farm here.

New President 


BERLIN (AP)—East Germany 
today asserted it has a right to 
recruit for its army in Berlin, de­ 
fying a British complaint that this 
violates the four-power status of 
the divided city. 
The assertion was made in a 
statement to the Elast German 
news agency, ADN, by Otto Win- 
zer, No. 2 man in the East Ger­ 
man Foreign Ministry 
Western 
nations do not recognize the Com­ 
munist regime. 
“ It is entirely obvious.” Winzer 
said. “that a country seeks to re­ 
cruit volunteers in its own cap 
ital." 
There can be no more question 
of a four-power status in Berlin, 
he added, repeating the standard 
East German line that all Berlin 
lies on its territory. This line 
does not conform at all points 
with the position of the Soviets, 
who in practice continue to re­ 
spect many provisions of the four- 
power agreements on Berlin. 
The British Foreign Office ac­ 
cused the East Germans Thurs­ 
day of violating these. The charge 
was based on an order by the 
East Berlin city government to 
local officials, requiring them to 
help the Communist army in its 
recruiting. Under the four-power 
agreements, German military ac­ 
tivity is barred in Berlin.

Edward Albrecht, 24, was ques­ 
tioned Friday after police found 
the body of a young woman in 
a storage trunk in Chicago. 
San Diego neighbors of Albrecht 
said the description of the body 
matched that of his wife. Ann, 
24, who had been missing from 
her home since December. 
DOMESTIC DIFFICULTIES 
Albrecht, reached at the home 
of his mother and stepfather in 
Lakefield, Minn., Friday, said he 
had had domestic difficulties with 
his wife and last had seen her 
Dec. 20. 
He said he went home that 
night in San Diego and found her 
gone, and since has been visiting 
friends in Alabama. He said he 
returned to Wakefield this week. 
-Albrecht was rushed to Jackson 
Hospital early today after, police 
said, his mother. Mrs. Arnold 
Robby, and her husband, found 
him violently ill. 
FAIR CONDITION 
Hospital officials said he appar­ 
ently had taken some kind of poi­ 
son but was in fair condition. 
Police in Chicago said the trunk 
containing the body was shipped 
from a nonexistent address in 
San Diego to a nonexistent ad­ 
dress in Chicago. 
The trunk was pried open Fri­ 
day after having been in storage 
at a railway depot since its ar­ 
rival Dec. 29. 
The body was described by po­ 
lice as being that of a woman 
about 30 years of age. Cook Coun­ 
ty Coroner Andrew J. Toman said 
signs of the immediate cause of 
death were not visible. 
San Diego police told Chicago 
police that a large trunk was seen 
by neighbors on the hack porch 
of the couple’s home the day she 
was reported missing.

UNIONS SPURN 
ROCKEFELLER'S 
TRUCE APPEAL 


NEW YORK (AP» - Striking 
railroad tugmen rejected early to­ 
day Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller’s 
truce plea in the 12-day harbor 
walkout which has stalled com­ 
muters and imperiled city food 
and fuel supplies. 
Negotiations 
recessed 
shortly 
before midnight Friday with a 
new meeting set for today. 
Rockefeller had urged members 
of the three striking marine un­ 
ions to join in a 10-day armistice 
"in the interest of the people of 
the City and the State of New 
York.” 
The unions wired the governor 
that the truce was “ unacceptable" 
because “ it only serves the in­ 
terests of the railroads and is 
against the interest of all railroad 
employes and their families ” 
In another telegram to the New 
York City Central Labor Council, 
the unions said Rockefeller’s plea 
was “a danger to accepted col­ 
lective bargaining procedures af­ 
fecting 
the entire trade 
union 
movement.” 
UNION DEM AN DS 
The w a l k o u t now revolves 
around 
railroad 
demands 
for 
eventual reduction in the size of 
five-man crews aboard their 51 
harbor tugs. 
The unions — the International 
Seafarers Union, the Marine En­ 
gineers .Association, and the Mas­ 
ter, Mates and Pilots Union—de­ 
mand that crews stay at present 
strength. 
The tugboat worker*. — 660 of 
them—have managed with skimpy 
picket lines to tie up the New 
York Central Railroad as far west 
as Cleveland, the New Haven be­ 
tween Baston and New York, and 
railroad ferry service from New 
Jersey. 
Trainmen are not directly in­

CASTRO RIDS 
FOR HIS PEACE 
WITH YANKEES 


By ROBERT BERRELLEZ 
HAVANA (AP) - Fidel Castro 
offered Friday night to ‘‘begin 
anew” a quest for peace with 
President Kennedy's administra­ 
tion. But the Cuban prime minis­ 
ter made clear it would be strict­ 
ly on his own terms. 
The main condition for recon­ 
ciliation laid down by Castro was 
a total change in what he labeled 
a ‘‘mistaken and absurd” policy 
of the United States toward his 
Communist - oriented revolution­ 
ary regime. 
M’hile Castro was laying down 
peace terms in a two-hour speech 
to followers at the Presidential 
Palace, his fiery younger brother 
sounded a belligerent note in an 
address at Santiago. 
Ftaul Castro, minister of Cuba’s 
armed forces, told supporters that 
imperialist dangers still existed 
and vowed ‘‘20 Yankees” would 
fall for every militiaman killed 
in defense of Cuba. 
KEEPS DOOR CLOSED 
Both Castros addressed civilian 
soldier^ who are being partly de­ 
mobilized after Cuba’s three-week 
military alert against a “ Yankee 
invasion 
that never came. 
But despite the presence of 
some 50.000 militiamen at the 
Presidential Palace to hear Fidel, 
hundreds of others remained on 
duty at key pasts. 
The bearded 
prime minister 
made it plain in his speech that 
no changes could be expected in 
his regime that might help open 
the door to the type of relations 
he desires with the new U.S. ad­ 
ministration. 
He suggested that all the dif­ 
ficulties existing between the two 
nations were due entirely to th* 
policies (rf the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration He asserted the change­ 
over in Washington did not mean 
that the danger to Cuba or the 
world at large had disappeared.

MOSCOM’ CAP)—Fresh on the 
heels of the inauguration of Pres­ 
ident Kennedy, Premier Khrush­ 
chev called in U.S. Ambassador 
Llewellyn Thompson for a two- 
hour talk

cion and distrust and grow the 
seed of friendship and business­ 
like cooperation between our two 
peoples,” 
The Camp David spirit stran­ 
gled with the U2 incident of May 
I last year. The long-projected 
Paris summit conference died be­ 
fore it began in mid-May when 
Khrushchev walked out, refusing 
to meet Eisenhower unless the

made amends.

These lines, expressing the faith of a little known American reformer of the last 
century, Ernest Howard Crosby, lived to transform the lives of Allied prisoners in the 
Japanese Changi camp on the River Kwa Noi in Thailand during the last war. 
Voiced by a corporal to whom the author was unknown, the lines inspired starving, 
diseased, depressed prisoners to become hopeful men with inner strength. They built a 
bamboo church, established a jungle university, formed teams to voice encouragement, 
teams to massage wasting muscles.
